cayed ruines, which I looked not on, ſtill running and ſliding, time 
giuing me onely leaue to conſider and e theſe foure rare wot 
ders, the porch or gate, the horſe, the Coloſe, and the Flephant 

Oh reuerend arthiſts of times paſt,whar deſpite hath gotten the 
vpper hand of your cunning that the ſame is buried with you, and 
none left for vs to inherite in this age. 

At length being come to this ancient porch, a worke woorthie | 
the looking vpon maruellouſly compoſed by exquiſiterules , and | 
by art notably beautified, with divers and ſundry ſorts of cuttings, | 
whuch did inflame a deſire in me to vnderſtand and finde out the li- | 
neaments and practiſe of the architect. Ibeganneafterthis maner, | 
making a ſquare from the two collumnes on either ſide ina 
ſort, in the which I rooke the due proportion ofthe whole porch,

When I had drawne this figure after this manner I ſtraightway 


muſed with my ſelte, what reaſon ſhould mooue many of our 
woorkemen in theſe day es eyther to thinke well of themſclues, 
or take the art of building in hand, not knowing what it is? Mak- 
ing ſuch grolle faults in churches and great mens houſes, deſa- 
ming arte, and fo ignorant, that they ſeeme as though they could 
not conſider what nature hir ſelſe th teach vs in behoulding 
of hir woorkes. 

And what parte ſoeuer is not agrecable with his principle, is 
foule and naught. For take away order and rule, and what thing 
can any man make, ey ther beautifull to the eye, or of commenda- 
ble e ion and durable: then it muſt needes follow, that the 
cauſe of ſuch inc onuement err ↄrs doth proceed from ignorance, 

and hath his beginning from illiterature. And this not withſtan- 
ding, that although the perfection ofthis arte dooth not varie, & 
fall ſrom his tec utude, yet the diſcreet and cunning architect to 
grace the obiect, to the behoulders may lawfullye eyther with 
Aiection or deminution, beautiſie his wor ke, keeping whole the 
ſollid part, vith his vniuerſall compoſition. 

I call that ſolid xhich is the bodye of the frame, which is the 
principall intent, inuention, fore ſetting downe, and ſymmetrie, 
or dew proportion of the building without 1 right - 
lye examined, and perfectly compoſed ,which will maniteſf the 
ill of the ixorkeman, dhe ſame afterwardes to adorne and 
beautiſie, which adiuncts is an caſte matter. M herein is alſo to he

Vnder which auncient, ſure, and faire bridge, did runneamoſt 


cleare {wift vater, deuidingit ſelte into two ſeuerall currents, the 
one one way and the other an other, whichranne moſt colde, ma» 
king a ſoft continuall ſtill noyſe,in their freeſed broken and nib- 
bled Channels, by their eaten in and furrowed bancke, full of 
ſtones, coucred ouer and ſhadowed with trees, their ſpredding 
rootes app eating in the ſame bare, and about them hanging Tri» 
comanes . Adi tnt and Cimbalaria , and bearded alſo with di- 
uers {mall hayres as vſe to growe about the banckes of Ry- 
ucts. | 

The wood that I haue ſpoken of, was to looke n verye 
pleaſant, neyther ouer thick or more large in compaſſe than a man 


would witl:, but bui ding a delight full ſſudowe, the trees full of 
ſtuall bu des and foules. 
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Right forwarde, the Bridge did extende it ſelfe, and leade to- 
wardes a large plame, reſounding all ouer with the ſweete clur· 
pings, melodious recordings, and loude ſinging of them. Where. 
| in were leaping and running little Sqitrels, and the drowſic Dor. 
mouſe, and other harmeles beaſtes. 
| And after this manner as aſoreſayd, this wooddie Countrie 
| ſhewed it ſelfe, euuironed about with high mountaines as much as 
a man might looke vnto, and the plaine couered all ouer witha 
fine varietie of ſundrie ſweete bearbes, and the cleare channels of 
Chariſtaline 2 along the hilles witha mur- 
ing noyſe into the leauellvally.. - / | | 

Adorned and beautified with the flowring bitter Oliue, Law- 
rell, white Poplar , andLifimachia, blacke Pople, Alders, and 
VPponthe hils grew high Firre trees vnarmed, and the wee- 

ping Larix, whereou Turpentine is made, and ſuch like. 

When I had well conſidered ot this ſo fruitfull and fo com- 
modious a place for cattet and beaſts to be fedde in and kept, (for 
it looked as though tt ud deſire 2 company and a 
paſtoral] Fong) muſed what ſhould be the occaſion, that ſo com- 
modious a place ſhould lye vninhabited. And caſting my eyes 
further on forward into the plaine before mee, and leauing this 
fore diſc ribed place, I might perceine a building of Marble, ſhe» 
wing the roofe thereof ouer the tender toppes of the compaſſing 
trees. At the ſiglit u hiereoß | grewwonderfully glad and in 
hope, that there yet I Hould finde ſome habitation and refuge. 
To the which without delaie I haſtined my ſelfe. And being come 
thereunto, | found a building eight ſquare, with a tare and von- 
derfull fountainc : which was not altogit her amiſſe. For as yet I 
had not quenched and ſlaked my thirſt, | 

This buildmg was eight cornered, ſmall towardes the top and 
Jeaded. Vpon one ſide there was placed a fute ſtone ofpure white 
Marble foure cortered, half as long agaiii as it was broad, which 
latitude as I ſuppoſed was ſome ſixe foote. 

Ofthis goodly ſtone were exact two litle halfe pillers, cham- 
fered with their baſes, holding vp aflreighe Sime, with agule and 
adiected dent iculat ure & cordicules,or worke ofharts,w1th thejr

lumbindes Agnus Caſtus, Millfoyle, Yarrow, wherewith Jchi&- 
le: did — , and thetuſt of the ſame ſſ head that 
hurt hum.

Standing thus in ſucha ſuſpence of niinde, calling to remem- 
braunce the daunger that I had laſtlye eſcaped,and the preſent 
lace that I was newlye entered into , and thinking vppon 
hierag] tphes that I did ſee in the left ſid: ot the bridge, I was in 
doubt, to haſten my ſelſe towards any vnaduiſed aduers accident, 
And that ſucha monument and warning woorthie of golden let - 
ters, ſnould not be ſet in vaine tothem that paſſed by, which was 
Semper feſtina tarde. Behold ofa ſodaine behinde me, l heard a ruſ- 
ling noyſe, like the winde or beating ofa Dragons winges. Alas I 
knew not what it ſhould bee. And ſodeinly iſpaſurated and tur- 
ning my ſelfe about, I might perceiue vpon one ſide of me many 
ſilique trees ot Aegt, with their _ long coddes hanging and 
beating one azainitan other with the winde, had felled downe 
themſeſues, which when I percemed, I was ſoone quieted,and be- 
gaune to make (port at my owne folly.

ö a Zophor, wherein were carued little naked Boyes playing in 
th- water, with water monlters, with wraltiing and chuldiih ſtrites,

tions and ſportes, Al which was beautiful ouer compaſſed about 
witha Coronice. Ouer the which, accordingto the order of the 
little Collunues, from the perpendicular poynt in the toppe of 
the Cupul or Suſſite and couer ot the Bathe, there went a Tore 
moderator, increaſing bigger and bigger of Oke leaues, one tol- 
ding and lying ouer an other of greene Diaſper, hanging vppon 
their braunſlung ſtalkes gilt, which aſcending vp met togit 

and ioyned rounde in the aforeſaide Cupul : where was placed a 
Lyons head, with his haire ſtanding vp round about his face, and 
holding a Ring in his 1awes, vnto the whiche were faſtened cer- 
taie chaines Orichalke or Copper, that held a large goodly veſ- 
ſc], with a great braincorlyp, and furrowed ofthe aforeſaide ſny- 
ning ſubſtance, and hangyng two Cubites aboue the water, the 
bowle of the veſſel which was of Chriſtal onely except, the reſt 
as the nibbes thereof and lippings, was ot Aſure blew, with bub - 
bles of gold and ſhining ſprinkled here and there. 

Not farre of, there was a clett in the earth, the which continu- 
ally did caſt foorth burning matter, and taking of this, and filling 
the bottome of the veſſel, they did put certaine ginnes and ſweet 
woods which made an ineſtimable ſuffumigation, as of the ſwee- 
teſt paſt, afterwardes cloſing the ſame, and putting downe the co- 
uer, both partes being holow, and the lipping andribbing 
ratedand pearced through the tranſparent, Chriſtal cleare and 
bright, they rendered a pleaſant and diuerscoulered light, by the 
whichthroughthe ſinal holes the bathes were lightened, and the 
heate ſti] incarcerated and interdicted. 

The wal equally interpoſite betwixt Columne,and Columne

At the oppoſite interſticeof the beautifull fountaine with 
out, of the faire ſleeping Nywph before mentioned, within the 
Bat he there was * 0 8 4 — _ n 3 of a curi- 
ous workemanſhip, gliſtering of a golden colour, that one might 
ſee humſelfe therein. — kaſtened in a Mable, cut = 
a ſquadrature,and cuacuatedfor the Images to ſtund in their pro- 
portions, with two halfe Cellumnes that is Hemiciles, one of ei- 
ther ſide, with a Trabet, a ſmal Zophor, anda Coronice, all cut 
in one ſollid Marble, and this peece of worke was nothing inferi- 
or to any ofthe reſt, which e had ſeene, but with a rare art, 
and marucilous inuention, both deuiſed and performed. In the 
| voyd and plaine evacuated quadret, there ſtood two Nimphes, 
. little leſſe then if they had beenliuety creatures, apparelled, ſo as 
| ou might ſee ſomewhat aboue their knees, vppon one of theyr 
ie ges, as if the winde had blow it vp, as they were doing theyr 
othce, and their armes bare, from the elbow to the ſhoulder ex- 
cept. And vpon that arme, wherewith they ſuſtained the Boye, 
the habite that was lifted vp was reiect. The feete of the Infant 
ſtood one in one of the handes of the Nymphes, and the other, 
in the others hand. All their three countenances ſiniling : and 
with their other handes, they held vp the Boyes ihurt , aboue hi: 
nauil. 

The Infant holding his little Inſtrument in both his hands, 
and continued piſſing into the hotte water, freſh coole water. In 
this delicious place of pleaſure, I was vc nie ioc und and full of con- 
tent, but the fame vas much apalled, in that I thought my ſelfe a 
contemptible bodie, among luch beauties, and dewe coniealed 
into Snowe, and as it were a Negro or tawnye Mcore amongſt.

but wel I was contentedtolet them laugh on. Vpon a ſodaine I 
ſounde my leite ſo laſciuioully bent, and in ſuch aprurieatluſt, 
that which way ſo euer I turned, I could not focbeare, and they 
as they ſung laughed the more, knowing what had happened vnto 
mee. Aud it did ſo increaſe in mee more and more, that I knew 
not wherewithal I might bridle and reltraine my ſelſe from cat- 
clung of one of them, like an eager and hotte Falcon comming 
downe out of the ayre,vpon a couie of Parcriges.

wee came, I founde it equilaterall, with three fences like a ſlreight 
wall, as ighas the C Trees vpon either ſides ofthe waye, 
that wee had paſſed a gin : which was altogither of Cytrons, 
Orenges and s, buſhing with their leaues one within an 
other, and artifitially knitte and twiſted togither, and the thick- 
nes mee thought of ſixe foote : with a Gate inthe middeſt of the 
ſame Trees, ſo wel compoſcdas is citherpoſſible to bee thought 
or done.

| tificially twiſted and am togither, that you might aſſend vp 
by them, and not bee ſeene in them, nor yet the way where you

At length comming into this greene and delightful grounde 
to the eye, and in amans vnderſtanding woottlue ot eſtimation, 
kl I pereeiued that it was a great encloſure in the fore front ofa 
marueilous Pallaice of anoble ſimmetriated arehitecturie whuch 
of this trondiferous conclauſure,was the fourth part in longitude 
ſixtie paces.

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All which rare worke, by ſo ſharpe and finea wircompoſed, 

as this inſolent and precious veſſell was,the foure perfect harpies, 

the woond:rtull'and curious azule, wherevpon the three Images 

of pure gould ſtood, with what Arte; ordinance, and rule, digeſt- 

c4and made perfe(t : as I am ignorant in them altogither, ſo 

much the leſle able am to deſcribe the whole a: it did deſerue, 

being a woorke palt any humaine reache and capacitie to ſrarne 
the ke.

And I may bouldly fay, that in our age there was neuer ſcene 

in ſtone and mettleſuch a peece of woorke emboſt, chafed ,and 

engrauen.

The fqnare baſe court, (in the middeſt whereof ſtood this 
notable woorkeof the 
fize Marble 8 . — — — _ 
appact very beautifully, roundes of Diaſper, ſtant, an 
71 prob from the ceuler of the 22 529 clo- 
ſed vp with leaues and 1 whet the ſquare marble pa- 
umg ſtones , there was a fpacelefr Urea lift; whichwas filled vp 
with divers coulered ſtones of a lefſer cut, ſome proportioned 
into greeneeaues, and rawnic flowers. Cyanci, Phænicei, and 
Sallendine, ſo well agreeing in theyr coulers, ſo gliſtering and 
ſeuerly ſet ofa diligent Xeſturgie, As full of coulers as a Chri- 
ſtall glaſſe rene and beaten a2ainſt with the beames ot the 
ſunne. Becauſe the circumduR and eompaſſing coulers, meeting 
together in the ſelfe ſame ſmoothe and cleane ſtones, did yeeſd 4 
reſſection, no part being fuultie, eytner of the ſquare checkers or 
ſcutuls and Trigons.

Then the aſpe of this ſumptuous magnificient andſlatelye 
pallace , the approoued ſit uation thereof, the dew proportion 
and the maruclous compolition in my firſt comnung to i, did 
make me woonderfully contented to view the woortlunes there 
of, and in continuance | was prouoked to behould more, for 
winch cauſe I periwaded my lelte,as I mizht very well, that the 
expert builder, excelled all other whatlocuer , What kinde of 
ratters? what manner oftopfe ? after what ſort the Parlors cham- 
bers,clolets and lodgings,were diſpoſed t with whiat kind of ſce- 
lung they were encloſed and incruſted ? wherewithall hanged? 
with what couler and kinde of painting ouerhead > Whatorder 
of columination, and what (pace betwixt. No other building 
maye goe beyonde this hat ſoeuer, but may giue place verye 
well, of what kuide of Marble, and what manner of cngra- 
ung, 

"There I beheld the laboures of Hercules grauen in ſtone 
© with halfe the repreſentation ſtanding out or bearing foorth, in a 
woonderfull ſort, the ſkinnet, ſtatnes, tytles, and trophes, What 
an entry, hat a ſtately porche,what that of Titus Cet with his 
ſtone of Phemcea with all the tinkering and pulliſhing about it, 
there is none whole wit is ſo groſſe to commend it, in reſpect of 
this, but will rather ſcorne to ſpeake of it. As for the woortlue 
and excelleut manner of glaſing the gallerie without the pallace, 
the conſpit ious porche, the manner of building, the arched ſee- 
ung aboue head, beautified and adorned with foliature and other 
lneaments of pure gould and aſuer couler and excellent pamting 
that whatlocuer I had ſeene before I made ſmall acount of, as not 
wortine of remembrance. And beeing now come to the doore 
within the porche, the going in was cloled vp wth a hanging 
drawne ouer before it of gould and ſilke, xrouglit together, and 
and in the {ame two images. One of them hauing all kinde of n- 
ſtruments about hur, fitte and teadie to goe to worke, and the o-

as without in the firſt Court, the ſtone walles ſeeled ni 
Chipworkes of diuers colours. 

At the laſt doore, the Matrone Aſwemeſnia perſnaded me 
verie effectually, not to doubt of any thing, bur that 1 ſhould 
ſtedfaltly follow the royall perſwaſion, and healthſull counſel! 
of the Queene , and perſeuere in the execution thereof, far 
that the ende without doubt would be tomy contenr, 

And thus having leaue to goe in, beholde ſuch thinges pre- 
ſented themſelues tomy eyes, as were ly ker to be celeſtiall then 
humane. | 

A moſt ſtately and ſumpteous preparation, in a and 
ſpacious Court, bey ond the Pallaice necre and oppotne to the 
other, and foure ſquare. 

The bewtifull and precious Pauement u ithin a checkered 
compaſle going about the ſame, there was a ſpace of ſictie ſoure 
Squadrates of tluee foote, the dyameter of euerye one : Of the 
which one was of Jaſper, of the colour ot Corall, and the other 
grecne, powdered with drops of blood not to bee woorne away- 
and ſet togither in manner of a Cheſle-boord. Compaſſed a- 
bout with aborder, the breadth of one pace of a rare inuention 
of woorke, with ſmall pieces of ſtones, of diuers colours, and 
ſo compacte together, as if it had beene a ſtraunge paynted 
woorke euenly cut and ſet by rule, that you could not per- 
(eiue the joyning,, but ſmoothe and ſhynmg, and ſo well fra- 
medby the Lybel and Squadrate, that no circulating or ſphæ- 
ricall Inſtrument wonlde mooue to either ſides without for- 
eing. 

— a About tl. is, laſtlye was an other maruey lous kynde of Pa- 
uing ot three paces broad, in knott es ot Iaſpet, Praun, Calc edo- 
me, Agat, ar.d other ſortes ot ſtones of price. 

And about by the ſides of thewalles, — ang the ſayde 
Court paued as you haue heard, there were placed Settles, of 
the xood of Palme Trees, af colour betwixt a yealow and tawny, 
paſʒ ung well turned and taluoned, couered ouerwithgreene Vel- 

uct, 
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vet, and dowlſtered with ſome ſoft ſtuffe or feathers eafie to ſit 
vpon, the Veluet brought downeto the frame ofthe Settles or 
Benches, and faſtened to the ſame with tatch Nayles of Golde, 
with boſſed heades vppon a plaine Siluer Nextrule or Cordi- 
cell.

erties, xith an Encauſtic woorke were ſweetly painted, whi 
| beheld with great delight. Thereſt of the wall excluſiue from 
the rowndnes of the Iewels withun the Pilaſtrels, were filled vp 
and be tified with mtinite varietie of workes in ſiluer, and pow- 
dered with diuers incitimable ſtones, ſingularly well cut, and of 
divers faſhions, 

Thewall on the left ſide was in like ſort, and oppoſite in run- 
dels. Ag unſt the ſeuen Plannettes vere there ſeuen Tryunmphes 
ouer tlie ſubiectes of the ſame predominent Plannettes, and in 
\uchlvke Ar: of Painting as the other ſide, 

And unthe right part I bcheldethcir ſeuen hyrmonies and 
friend'y aſpe es, and the paſſage of the blood, withthe qualita- 
tiue receiuing and retiring & circulating entrance, with an iucre- 
dible Hiſtorie of the celeNial operation accedent. 

The fourth alament made the Pallaice of ſuche like diſtri- 
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bution as the other, the doore except, whiche did occupie an 
emptie voyde interſtice. The other ſixe with a regulate cor- 
reſpondence, and hatmonye of the reſt, inthe Iewelles to the 
oppoſite and ſymentriall congreſſe of the Plannettes. with their 
vertuous inclinations, were expreſſed in the ſhapes of elegant 
Numphes, with the titles and ſignes of their natures, 
he ſeucnth Mediane quarter, was the forefront directlye 

placed againſt the ſeuenth Icwell, repreſenting the Planet Sal, 
whiche was ſet vp more higher then the reſt, byreaſon of the 
Queenes Throne. | 

Eucriepart of matter, number, forme, and lyneament,in di- 
ſtribution equally correſpondent to his Lybell, the right with 
the left, and here and there, with an exquiſite loue, and congreſſe 
agreeing. 

Of whiche moſte excellent Court, euerie ſide was eight and 
twentie paces, In this ſort ſtood this ſquare open Court, all com- 


paſſed about with fine golde, a wor ke rather to bee wondered at, 
then ſpoken off. | 


Ihe Pilaſtrelles were diſcrepant foure paces one from ano. 
ther, with a iuſt partition of ſeuen (a number gratefull to nature 
of ſine and orient Azure, Lazull ſlone, paſſing well coloured ac- 
cording to his kinde, with a bewtifull beſtowing of ſmall glym- 
ces of gold. In the fore part of which, betwixt the ſeuen pilaſtrels, 
there were appointed little flender Pillers wrought about with 
leaues , copies, heades with haire hike leaues, boyes their hippes 
nd lezzes proportioned into branches, Birdes and copies, and 
veſſelles full ot flowers, with other woonderfull inuent ions and 
deuiſes, from the top to the bottome of the Anaglyph, as if they 
had grown out ot the foundation, making and diuiding in ſunder 
the ſpaces, their chapters were wrought ofa faſhion anſwerable 
to the teſt. 

Ouer the whiche did extende a ſtreight beame with grauen 
lncamentes fitting the ſame, Andouer that a Zophor, contei- 
nung this woorke ſtill throughout, that is, the bonye ſcalpes of 
Oxen, with my toll bowghes full of berries, tyed abowt theyr 
hornes by atowell of lumen. 

Vpon either fides of them were Dolphines, with their gilles

Vppon the plaine toppe whereof, by a perpendicular lyne o- 


uer the Pillars, in the ordeining of the ſ „ there 
were placed and framed certaine olde faſhioned veſſelles, by an 
appointed diſtribution, three foote high of Calcedonie , ſome 
of Amethiſt, ſame of Agat, ſome of Jaſper, with their bellies 
furrowed and Channelled, and cut of arareand maruellous cun- 
ning, and with excellent eares. | 

In a perfect order ouer euerie Iewell abone the Coronice, 
were aptlye ioyned traunſomes, ſquared ſeuen footehigh, and 
the middle ſpace betweene them of gliſtering Golde, with a 
ſuperadieQ extention, cloſing ouer the ſtreight extended tran- 
ſomes. And by a turnyng downe the tranſomes, did ioyne de- 
cently one with the other, with a Topiarie woorke. Inten- 


ding that out of the veſſelles ſtanding vpon the Coronice as a- Topiaria, the 

foreſaide, m the cornes the tranſome and the vyne ſhould ryſe 4 —

traunſomes, With a thicke ſtr etching out of theyr ſpreadyng aer 


vp togither, but out of the other veſſelles, either a vyne or ſome 
Woodbine ot Golde, by courſes meeting ouer the tranſwerſt

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braunches , one joyning with an other, and twiſting togither 
with a fine and pleaſant congreſſe, couering ouer all the whole 
court with ariche and ineſtimable ſuffice, with divers faihioned 
leaues of greene emeralde, grateful] to the ſight, more pertect 
then that wherein Amen was impreſſed, and the flowers diſper- 
ted and diſtributed of Saphires and byrrals. And with an excel- 
lent di. poſition and artificial}, berwixt the greene leaues and 
the groſſe vaynes, ſo precious hunge done the cluſters of apes 
_— ot ſtones, agreebale and fitting to the naturall — of 
apes. 

A i! which moſt rare deuiſes, of pryſe incomparable, incredi- 
ble, and paſt imagination, did ſhine all ouer moſt pretiouſlic : not 
lo much to be maruey led at for the coſtlmeſſe ofthe matter, but 
tor the large great helle of the worke. 

For not ithout great cauſe, fromplace to place, with adili. 
gent and iealous e xπition I did carefully conſider the large 
extentionof tlie inmoſt i e braunches, and their proporti- 
onate ſtrength and thic ſo cunninglic doone, by ſuch an 
arte,boulde attempt, nd continued intent, they were ſo aptly led 
out, whether by ſowdering, or by the Hammer, or by caſli g. 
or by all three, mee thought it an vnpoſsible or ke to make 
a couering of ſuch a bre. dth, and ſo twyſted and twyncd to- 


ether, . 
s In the middle proſpeft, oppoſſite againſt our going in vpon a 
degreedregall throne , ſet fuilof giyſtering ſtones in a maruc!ous 
a, , farre more excellent then the ſeat in the temple of Heres- 
ler at Tre ,of the ſtone Ewſebe: . The Queene with an oe 
Rlaieſtie ſitting vppon it, goddeſſe like, and of a woonderfull 
magn uumit ie inco.ntenance: gorgiouſſy apparrelled in clothe

At hirhigh and imperiall aſpect, with great reverence bowing 
their knees — the ground — wn —— did riſe vppe from 
theu ſeat e ccaſioned by the noueltie of the ſpectacle, & great - 
ly mæueiling that I ſhould come into ſuch a place.

For among other jews 
elles of ineſtunable price, vppon the verie toppe in a flower, 
there was ſette a Diamond in faſhion ot a peare, gliſtering and 
ſparkling of a huge and vnſeene bignes. 

And as neare as my ſmell could tell męe, I did iudge the wa- 
ter to bee of Roſes, mit with the juice of Lymon pilles, anda

And as I ſuſpected, euery potte had ſcuerall water, as it 
were, one with Roſe-water, another with water of Orange 
flowers, another of myrtle, tender greene Lawrellleaues, el- 
der flowers, and diuers ſuch ly ke ſociabic ſymples. And theſe 
boyling together, they did yeeldea moſt pleaſant and fragrant 
ſinell. 

In the preſence ofthe magnificent Queene there did al- 
wayes wayteandattend threehonourable Nymphes, their ap- 
parell beeing of golde and ſilke, maruelouſly wouen and ador- 
ned, and ſette with pearle and ſtune, The lyninges of theyr 

Zowncs going about their ſnowic ſhoulders, and comnung 
downe vppon theyr little round breſtes to tlie lower parte of 
their waſtes, of luche colour as the napkins , leauing to be 
ſeene the pleaſaunt valley: bet wixt their faire brelfes „an 
extreuue deliglit and deſired nouruhment vnto a nurrowe 
looke and greedic eye, with a thouſand (mall chaynes, pre- 
tic 1ewelles and flowers of golde in a ſæminme fort, alweet 
bayte to carric a man headlong into forgetfulnes of hvm- 
ſelfe, beemg mchaunted with choyſe and amorous regards, 
fare paſſing the deſire of any other delycate vyands.

To allwhich continuall gliſteruig of inettable workeman- 
ſhippe, there could 110 more bee deuiſed of equall compati- 
ſon, although it were the Temple at Babylon with the three 
golden ſtatues. 

Within the which was put all ſuch neceſſaries perfumed, as 
were meete and conuenient for the chaunging of the tables, as 
clothes, flowers, cuppes, towelles, and veilelles, to povre 
out of, to drinłe in, and plates to eate vpon. 

And theſe two Nymplies plauſtraries, did take them 
downe, and dchuer them (as neede tequucd) to the way- 
ters. 

And the firſt Table beeing chaunged, euerie thing was 
brought backe agayne to the plaullraties, at whole going a- 
way the Trumpettes ſounded in ſuch a forte, as Piſews I ber- 
renus neuer came neare vnto, nor Afaletas Trumpetor to the 
King of Hetruria, 

And then they did wind their Cornettes, thus dooin? eue- 
rie time that the repoſitorie was drawne out, vatil that it came 
un againe, at what time they ceaſed. 

Andwhen the Table was chaunged, they altered their mu-

Their — wa of golde, ſet with Pearle and ſtone diffe- 
rent in collours ; the beautie of the one ſtriuing to excell the 
beautie of the other. And thus was all their furniture or armings 
to the traces, of filke as aforeſayde. 

Vppon them alſo, did ride (as befeme) ſute younge and tender 
Nymphes, in like ſort , Lut theyr Lnftrumenes different from the 
former, but agreeing in conſoit: and what focuer the firſt did, the 
ſame did theſe, | 

The fuſt two were apparelled in Cry moſen: the middle moſt 
two in fine hayre collour: and the foremoſt in vyolet, T he Capa- 
riſons of the Eliphanes were of cloth of golde, edged with great 
Pearles and precious ſtones: And about their neckes were orna- 
ments of great round iewelles,and vpon their faces, gre. t balles of 
Pearles,taſled with filke and golde, vnſtable and turning. | 

Ouer this ſtately Chariot eryumphant, I behelde a moſt white 
Swanne, in the amorous umbracing of a nuble Nymph, the daugh- 
ter of I heſix1,of an incredible beautie: and yponher lappe, ſitting 
the ſaine Swanne, ouer her white thighes. She fate vppon two cu- 
!Nines of cloth of golde, finely and ſoltely wouen, vun all the or- 
naments neceſlary for them. 

Her ſelfe apparelled ina Nimphiſh ſort, in cloth of ſiluer heere 
and there powdered with golde, ouer one and vnder three without 
defect or want of any thing, requiſite to the adorning ot ſo hono- 
rable a repreſentation, which to the beholder,may occaſion a plea- 


ſurable delight, In euery lore pertormed with as great applauſe as 
the fitſt.

Then followed the thyrd Tryumph, with foure wheles of - 
thyopian Chryſolite, ſparkling out golde: that which hath beene 
helde in the ſame, in olde time hath beene thought good to dryue

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away mali ſpirits. The wheeles vpwardly coucred xd afore 
laide,and the naues and ſpokes of the ſame faſhion,of greene He- 
berop1a of Cyprus: whole vertue is, to keepe ſeeret in the day 
light, to diuine giftes full of drops of blood.

And vppon the toppe of the 

Chariot, was placed a ſtoole of green Jaſper, ſet in ſiluer: needfull 

in byrth , and medicinable for chaſticie ; at the foote it was ſixe 

ſquare,and growing ſmaller towarde the ſeate, and from the mid- 

dle to the ſoote, champhered and furrowed,and vpward wrought 

with nextrulles : the ſeate whereof was ſomewhat hallowed, tor 

the more eaſily ſitting vppon it. The Lyncaments thereof molt 

excellent. 

A loft vppon the ſame did fit a moſt ſinguler fayre Nymph, 
richly apparelled in cloth of golde and ble we filke, dreſſed lyke a 
virgine,and adorned with innumerable fortes of Icarles and ſtone: 
ſhe ſhewed an affeious delight o beholde droppes of golde fall 
from heauen into her lappe. She fate in folemne pompe like the 
other,and with great applauſe, with her fayre ——— haire 
ſpreading downe ouer her backe , crowned with a Dyademe of 
golde, ſet with ſundry precious ſtones,

The fourth Tryumph was borne vppon foure wheeles,with L. 
ron ſtrakes, forcibly beaten out without fire; All the reſt of the 
Charyot, in faſhion hke the former, was of burning Carbuncle, 
ſhewing light in the darkeſt places, of an expolite cutting: paſt 
any reaſon, to thinke howe or where it was pollible to be made, or 
by what workeman. 

The right ſide whereof, helde this Hiſtory. In honourable wo- 
nn With childe, unto home ſupuer ſhewed himſelfe ( as he was wem 
With [uno ) in thunder and lightmng : inſomuch, as ſbee fell all to aſhes, 
out of the which was taken vp 4 younge anfant. 

Vpon the other ſide, I behelde /upuer, hauing the ſaide Infant 
in his hands, & delyuering hum to a yonge man, with winged buſ- 
kyns , and a ſtaffe,with two ſerpenes winding about it: who deli 
ue red the Infant to certaine Nymphes in a Gr be foſtered. 

In the fore-ende , I might ſee howe Cupid hauing ſhot vp 
into heauen with hys miſcheeuous Arrowe, had cauſed /wpiter 
to beholde a mortall Nymph : and a great number of wounded 
people woonderiog at it.

buted to the border, about the briiume of foulding leaues 
and flowers ſtanding out from the hyacinth. The diameter 
two quarters & a halfe. Vnder this border there did (tick out 
round about certaine proportions like walnut ſhels, or the 
keele of a ſhip, ſom hat thicke and broade at the vpper end, 
and leſſing themſelues to nothing belowe. From thence to 
the orifice it did riſe vp two quarters and a halfe, furrowed 
with turning champhers,and an excellent ſime: and in ſteed 
of cares to take vp the veſſell by, it had two lips ſanding out 
and turning in round like the of a baſe viall. 

Vnder and abone the borders, the veſſel was wrought with 
turned gululs, vnduls, and imboflings, and with ſuch linea- 
ments were the borders wrought, both vnder and aboue. 
Vppon the border in the necke of the couer, were two halfe 
rings,ſuppreſſed in the border by tranſuerſion, one of them 
juſt againſt another, which were holden in the biting teeth 
of two Lyſarts,or byting Dragons of greene emerauld, bea- 
ring out from the couer. They ſtoode with their ſerpentlike 
ſeete vpon the lower part of the couer vnder the necke, be- 
evixeth which and the ma obo neny Was — — — 
tom his vpper gracilament ing, he i with t 
turned in ſime of the circumferent lymbus or verdge, where 
they did cloſely byte togither. This couer to the necke was 
made in skalie worke of Hhacimb, except the vaynes of ſma- 
ragd, for the little dragons, their bellies and ſeetes faſte- 
ning tothe skalie couer. Theſe little dragons one againſt an 
other, their breſts and throtes hollowing out from the bor- 
der and the couer,and their tayles turning vpwards againe, 
did ſerue for the cares of the couer, iuſt ouer them of the lo- 
wer veſſell. 

The lower turning about, where the couer did cloſe with 
the veſſell being of two parts, ioyned togither with an ex- 
— 1 halfe a foote broad, as it they had bin in- 

parable. 

The bodie of this veſſell was all tun ouer with a Vine, the 

ſtcinges 
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ſtringes and vaines whereof, and ſmall curling twiſts, were 
of Topas, farre better then is founde in the Ophia- 
dis, the leaues of fine ſmaragd, and the braunches of Ame» 
thiſt, to the ſight moſt beautifull , and to the vnderſtan» 
ding v contemplable. The ſubiect veſſell 
ring th h the ſame of Hiacinth ſo round and poli 
as any wheele can ſend foorth : except, vnder the leaues 
there was a ſubſtaunce left, which helde the foliature to the 
veſſell of Hiacinth, paſſing ouer and ſeparated from the ſub- 
iect. The hollowed and bending leaues _ 7 0 —— 
picidariall lineaments, were wit an em 
tion of nature as was — 

Let vs nove returne to the circumferent brim of the pre · 
tious veſſell. In the ſmooth whereof, vppon eyther 
ſides of the tayles of the Lyſarts, I behelde two hyſtorials 
w f regard, ingrauen in this ſort. Vpon the fore- 
fide of the veſſcll,the repreſentation of /wpiter, holding in his 
— iſtering ſword, of the vayne of the Ethiopi

ſolics : — in the other hande a thunder bolt of ſhi- 
ning Rubie. His countenance ſauour of the vaine of Gallatits, 
and crowned with ſtars like lightening, he ſtoode vpon an 
aultar of Saphyre. Before his fearefull maieſtie,were a beuie of 
Nymphs, ſeauen in number, apparrelled in white, proffering 
with their ſweete voices to ſing, and after transforming them- 
ſclues into greene trees like emeralds full of azure flowers, 
and bowing themſelues downe with deuotion to his power: 
Not that they were all cransformed into leaues, bur the firſt 
into a tree, hir feete to rootes, their armes and heads into 
braunches, ſome more then other, but in a ſhewe that they 
muſt followe all alike, as appeared by their heads. 

Vpon the other Anaglyph,Ldidbehold a merrie and plea- 
ſant maieſticall perſonage, like a yoong fat boye, crowned 
with two folding ſerpents, one whire, and the other blacke, 
tied into a knot. Hee reſted delightfullie vnder a plentifull 
vine tree full of ripe grapes, and vponthe top of the frame 
there were little naked boies, climing vp and fitting aloſt ga- 
thering the ripe cluſters : others offering them in a basket to 
the God, who yr received them: other ſome lay faſt 
a ſleepe vpon the ground, being drunke with the ſweet _

mulſtolcnt autumne: others ſinging and piping: all which ex- 
10n was perfected by the workman in ſtones, 
of ſuch colour asthenaturall liuelineſſe of every vaine; leuft, 
flower, betrie, body, proportion, ſhape, arid idreprefennation 
required. And in this imagerie, although it was very finall, 
yet there was no defect to be found in the leaſt part delong- 
ing thereunto, but perſecthy to be diſcerned. .

ryuers, the aire pure and cleaue, the daies all alike, the earth 
continually greene, the ſpring neuer decaieng bur renuin 
the coole graſſe with variable flowers like a painting, remai- 
ning alwaies vnhurt, with their deawie freſhneſſe, reſeruing 
and holding their colours withour interdiQ of time. There 
pou the tower ſortes of Violets, Cowſlops, Melilots, 

oſe Parſley or Paſſeflower, Blew bortles,Gyth, Ladies ſcale, 
Vatrachium, Aquilegia, Lillie conually, Amaranth, Flower 
— orts of ſweete pinks, and ſmall lowring 

at bs of odoriferous fragrancie and ſmell, Roſes of Perſia,

And whileſt I ſtood with exceſſiue delight beholding onely 
as an ignorant this rare companie and myſticall tri 
circumſept with theſe and ſuch like forts, and ſo alſo the de- 
licious fields, but that me thought it was a louely ſight to be- 
hold, and ſo I ſhould haue continued: then the gratious 
Nymph atſociating and leading me, ſeeing my ſimplicitie and 
carcleſnes, with a ready countenance and ſweete and plea» 
ſant words, without asking,ſhe ſaid thus vnto me: My P. 
philus, doeſt thou ſee theſe ? ( ſnewing me thoſe of the olde 
world) theſe were beloued of /apuer, and this, and this was 
ſuch a one, and theſe were in loue with him, by this meanes 
ſhewing vnto me their high and mighty linage, and not 
knowing their names, ſhe in great ic told me. After 
ward ſhe ſhewed me a great number of little virgins, vndet 
the gouernment of three ſober and diſereete matrones the

About the firſt triumph among the reioifing companie, 
the nine Muſes did ſing, with their leader the — ine Luter 
Ns the triumph followed the faire Parthenopeian Lerie, 
with a lav rell crowne, accompanied with Afelautlua, whoſe 
habites and voices repreſented the pride of Greece, where- 
upon the great Macedon reſted his bead: She bare a ſplen- 
dent — communicating the light thereof with hir com- 
panion, then the reſt more excellent both in voice and ſong.
